Tlie Latter's Presence; Highly Excites 


Commander Who Orders United 


States -.Warship to.Depart 


Instantly. 


COLON", Uoc.,17.—The United States 


cruiser - Atlant»,*.cornmander Wm. H. 
Tumor, returncd''-h«re last night from 
the Gulf of-Baden.. She discovered Dec. 
15, u detachment of Colombian troops, 
numbering visually about five hundred 
men, .'but according to their statemeuts, 
totaling 1,300 or 2,000 men at Titumati, 


OH the western side of the gulf, just 
north of tUo. mouth'of tho Atrato river. 
The commander 
of the Atlanta, sent 


aahoro an officer, who conversed with 
the Colombian commander. Tho latter 
protested energetically against the pres- 
ence of American warships in Colombian 
waters, inasmuch as war between Colom- 
bia and the. United States hud,-not been 
declared nnd politely requested the At- 
lanta to leave the gulf, because it be- 
lougcd to Colombia. Commander- Turn- 
er ignored the request and the Atlanta 
returned to Colon to report to Rear Ad- 
miral Coghltui. 


Tho Colombians are clearly busy with. 


protective and strengthening measures. 


. Although they treated 
the Americans 


courteously they decidedly resented the 
presence of the Atlanta. 


The Colombian force was 
composed 


partly of the uieu Unded'recently at the- 
Atrato river by the Colombia cruisers 
Ciirtagmu and Gen. Pinzon. 


LARGE COLOMBIAN -CAMP. 
• 


Early on the morning oE December 15, 


tUu Atlanta sighted a snwll schooner in 
the center of the Gulf of Daricn and fol- 
lowed her to tlie western shore, where 
the sel'.ooner attempted to hide behind 
au inlet. Lieutenant Ilnrlan P. Pel-rill 
of the Atlanta, was ordered to board 
here, and thereupon a ivlmleboat was 
lowered and pulled towards tho schoon- 
er. Through the courtesy of the naval 
olVieeru, the correspondent of tlie Asso- 
ciated Press accompanied tlie party in 
th? whaleboat. It wns found that the 
schooner hnd on board a hundred armed 
Colombian soldiers commanded by Gen- 
eral Rafael Xovo, who said General Dan- 
iel Ortiz, commander-in-cluef of- the Col- 
ombian forces of the Atlantic and Pacific 
had a largo company a mile away on the 
main land. Gen. Xovo requested Lieut. 
Pen-ill to land find confer with General 
Ortiz. After temporarily returning to 
the Atlanta Lieut. 1'crrill went back to 
the schooner, which, in the meantime, 
had taken up a position off a beach 
within a small bay. 
Great cxcttement 


prevailed among the Colombians as the 
whalcbont approached. There were cries 
ot "Viva Colombia." and there was a sud- 
den oonceirtration of 150 Colombian sol- 
diers on the beach. 


AMBUSCADE FEARED. 


For some moments the situation ap- 


peared dangerous and had the appear- 
ance of ambuscade. Gen. Ortiz appeared 
on tiro beach when Lieut. Pen-ill went 
ashore, the whalcboat in the meanwhile 
Iving close to the beach. General Ortiz 
insisted that Lieut, Pcrrill should fly tho 
Colombian Hag nt the bow of the whale- 
boat, or lower the American flag at her 
Btern, because she wns in Colombian wat- 
ers. Lieut. Perrill replied that he did 
not have a Colombian nag and refused to 
lower the stars and stripeB. Gen. Ortiz 
<flil not insist upon his so doing, but lie 
protested in Writing against tho presence 
of the Americans in Colombian waters. 
'Lieut. Perrill accepted the protest and 
corn-eyed it to Commander Turner who 
handed it to Kenr Admiral Coghlan ou 
hi.? arrival here. 


SENTINELS KEEP GUARD. 


During the conference with the Colom- 


bians ashore, Lieut. Perrill was sur- 
' rounded by Gen. Ortiz's staff while in- 


land but u few paces there was a semi- 
circle of armed sentinels. The beach in 
both directions was also liucd by senti- 
nels. Gen. Ortiz did not permit Lieut. 
Pol-rill to leave 1-hc point of beach where 
he landed. While Perrill was awaiting 
the Colombian protest, First Lieut. Ed- 
ward E. Manwmng, commanding the 
iiiarfti? -guard oi the Atlanta, rowed up 
in n-cutter for the purpose of communi- 
cating 'with Lieut, Pcrrill p.yd to pin 
certain ipilitnty 
information. 
Lieut. 


•Maavmriaj wont ashore and the .cutter 
'joined the. wtaleboat off tlie beach. 


L ' L'i«ut. Perrill returned to the Ailnnta 


t-three o'clock-in.tho afternoon. Lieut. 


-pulled in 


the cutter along the coast observing the 
Colombian'? camp. Later in the day 
Ocn. 
Ortb. requested the Atlanta 
to 


leave. 


The Colombian camp appeared to be 


permanent, was well provisioned 
and 


probably destined to be used as a base 
of operations. Gen. Ortiz and others 
freely expressed thc^letcrmiuation of 
Colombia.,to fight to^thc bitter cud in 
ease~Geu. Reyes' visit to Washington is 
not successful and Panama, is not return- 
ed to Colombia.

Immediately after the unfortunate girl 


had tnk«n the deadly drug, Dr/Wallaec; 
Xo.tt was hastily summoned, proscribed 
for her and she was taken ,to the honpit- 
nl and further treated. Today it is be- 
lieved .that she will recover. 


The'-attempt of the young girl to end 


her-Irfe is rather dramatic. She is the 
daughter of Gabriel Goctr, a mason con- 
tractor, residing ou North Erie street. 
Some time ago she had a misunderstand- 
ing with her mother and went away 
from home and hoarded with Mr. and 
Mrs. Lorenz, 
where '»hc w»s treated 


•with the utmost kindness.' 


TAKES 2 OUNCES OF ACID. 


She was employed at the Hartmunn 


Trunk company and worked yesterday 
morning, came home to dinner and 
about 1 o'clock wan in a room with 
Miss Bertha Lorenz, a girl of about her 
own age. Suddenly reaching her hands 
into the front folds of her dress, tho 
girl drew out a bottle, raised it to her 
mouth, exclaimed .to her companion: 
"'Good-bye, I'm going," drank of the con- 
tents of the bottle, threw it to Miss 
Lorenz and fell to the floor. 


The bottle hud contained six ounces 


of carbolic acid, and she had taken about 
two ounces. Miss Lorenz screamed, call- 
ad her mother who was preparing to <;o 
out to n curd party. .They summoned 
neighbors, tiien Dr. Nott and the par- 
ents of the. girl. Her -father ordered 
that she oe removed to the hospital. 


The mother of tho ffirl has- been side 


since the trouble with her daughter, 
which was not 'of a serious nature, and 
when she learned of the daughter at- 
tempting her life she was completely 
prostrated. 
There is no other caupe for 


the girl attempting her life except that 
she had trouble with her mother and 
brooded over it. 


A young man who ha* been paying her 


attention resides at Kcnoshn. He was 
notified of the occurrence and hastened 
to the city. 


It was learned later that the young 


girl tore up a number of love letters be- 
fore making tho attempt to end her life. 


Inquiry at the hospital this afternoon 


reveals that the girl is getting nlong 
nicolv and will recover.

It can be said, how- 
ever, that that peculiar subject was not 
discussed at the luncheon today. Mr. 
Hannti has been requested by President 
Roosevelt to retain the position o( na- 
tional chairman, and until he shall hare 
determined definitely whether or not b« 
will accept the chairmanship no move 
regarding the matter will be madt. In 
any event it is understood, Gov. Crane 
will fill an important place in the cam- 
paign management next year. Today's 
luncheon party discussed political

fairs informally, but assurance is given 
that tlie conference wns of no general 
significance.

Cuban reciprocity lias had a somewhat 


:empestuous voyage in congress. A bill 
providing for reduction in the Dingley 
rates was introduced' during the first 
session of the fifty-seventh congress. It 
passed the house after being amended to 
remove the differential on sugar. The 
Dill then slept in the senate committee. 
President Roosevelt then negotiated a 
.roaty and called the senate in extraor- 
dinary session in March. The -treaty was 
ratified, but only after the adoption of 
in amendment providing for its approval 
by the house of representatives.' 


Congress was called together Nov. 9 in 


special session. A bill, the one that ban 
just passed, went through the lower 
branch of congress in short ordor, but 
when it reached the senate it was an- 
nounced it could not be p»«»cd without 
a debate that-would extend beyond the 
life of the present session.

In their report ou the Tulloch charges 


Messrs. Bonaparte and Conrad find' that 
they revoalod deplorable and gravely dis- 
ereditiible abuses, primarily responsible 
for which are former Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Hemth and George W. Beav- 
ers. They classify 
former Postmaster 


General Smith, former Postmaster Wil-' 
lett of Washington, Postmaster Merritt 
of Washington, Controller K.'J. Trace- 
well,- and Auditor Gasscll as sharing in 
some1 measure their responsibilities. Tlie 
report -also condemns congressmen for 
interfering and raising rentals in poat- 
officc leases, though no names are men- 
tioned. 
. The report says further: "The 'Tul- 
loch charges,' have never been, properly 
speaking, •investigated' at all. We have 
been repeatedly confronted iu our 
in- 


quiry with an assertion on the one side 
and a denial on the other as to a ques- 
tion of fact, with no sufficient means at 
our command to determine which state- 
ment we could advise you to believe. 


The tendency to 
evade 
answering 


these charges, the report says, is illus- 
trated forcibly by tlie charge* against 
Perry S. Heath, former assistant post- 
master general. "We consider this, an- 
swer," is eontinusis ''altogether msuffic". 
ient, aud no less unsatisfactory-MI. ^iK- 
stance than in form/', '.die .report' adds 
that the rcyisio.il of Postmnster Willctt's 
iK-counts of itself is sufficient to show 
tliat Mr. Heath's oflieial record is not 
so clfiir us io defy snsnicion.

Attorney General Knox Presents Government's Side 


Masterful Manner Showing How Combine Would 


Stifle Competition and Prove Dangerous 


Concentration of Power.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 
ir>.—The argu- 


ment in tho Northern Securities case wfia 
resumed in the United States' supreme 
court today tind again the court room 
wns crowded by attorneys and others 
interested in Hie ease. Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox was recognized also immed- 
iately after he came in nnd resumed his 
argument at the point at \vhich lie left 
off when court mljournod yesterday, lie 
declared that by the union of the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern compan- 
ies, two competing interstate railroads 
hiivo 'icon brought inlo such relations; 
that their independence us competitive 
factors in interstate 
" c-omnierce is de- 


stroyed. Tlie thing that has been done 
was declared illegal, he said, when 
brought about by the methods pursued 
in tho joint traffic and trans-Missouri 
cases. Tncso- were cases of contracts or 
ngrccraents between independent and 
competing lines of railroad for the regu- 
lation of truffle charges. The govern- 
ment charges that these agreements re- 
strained interstate commerce, and this 
court sustained that contention. 


AFFIRMED BY COURT. 


"The court he.ird the cases patiently," 


Mr. Knox said, "and 
the 
arguments 


thrice presented by the railroads failed 
to disturb tho court's conclusions thut 
the contracts or agreements in question 
Violated the law. The exigencies of the 
cases rendered necessary a complete in- 
terpretation of the gtatirte. The power 
oi congress to enact tho taw, the applica- 
tion of the Jaw to common carriers and 
specifically its application to contracts 
or agreements regulating rates were all 
denied. Dark forebodings of commercial 
disaster should the government's conten- 
tion prevail were solemnly and forceful- 
ly impressed upon the court by gentle- 
mon of eminent personal and proJesskm- 
ifl standing. These considerations invit 
cd aa'3 secured patient «vnri full consider 
tition of the eases and exhaustive analy 
tit and interpretation of the statute in 
the judgment. 


''After making it perfectly clear that 


tho court was not to be dissuaded from 
giving effect by its judgment to a public 
(policy declared by a constitutional stat- 
ute, the court stated what that public 
policy is and whereie it was infringed by 
tbe challenged agreements." 


This exposition 
of the 
law, is, Mr. 


Knox says, "Now tlie government's re- 
liance, as," he, added, "it should have 
been the defendant's admonition." 


Ho proceeded, "Tho court decision in 


Ihe trans-Missouri case was not followed 
by disaster, but by years of abundant 
prosperity, undisturbed until the new 
methods were put into operation to ac- 
complish again the destruction of compe- 
tition and to thv.-urt the wise policy of 
the law.

51 per cent oi the stock of both railroads 
in order to control them, but if a par- 
ticular group of men had the control of 
a securities holding company that held

t;This docs violence to a simple rule of 


vulgar fractions, because it works out 
that half of a half is equal to a half of 
a whole. Of course, it is a simple prop- 
osition to bring any number of railroads 
under the sonic control without increas- 
ing the stock of the securities holding 
company or without increasing the stock 
of the holders of the control of the se- 
curities holding company by employing 
the device resorted to by the defendants 
iu the purchase of the Burlington ro»d, 
namely, by having one of the railroads 
coutrolcd by the Securities company ac- 
quire the stock and pay for it with its 
own obligations secured by a. pledge of 
the stock acquired. All the roads west 
of the Missouri river which were brought 
into temporary harmony under 
the 


trans-Missouri arrangement could easily 
be brought into permanent harmony, 
without physical consideration under the 
arrangement I have described. 


"I cannot think that a combination 


held together by a. rope of sands comes 
within the proliibition of the law, and 
that one which is bound by links of steel 
may defy its wisdom and its power, 


"To prevent such a dangerous concen- 


tration of power, dangerous to commerce 
and inimical to our freedom, the govern- 
ment has done all possible for them to do 
under our system of government.

OEUJSER-^TLANTA 


MAKES DISCOVERY 


The latter's Presence; Highly Excites 


Commander Who Orders United 


Stiitcs-.Warship to.Depari 


Instantly. 


COLON, Dcc..; 17.—The United States 


cruiser - Atlanta^.coromantler Wm. H. 
'J'urner, rcturned'""l»«rc last night from 
the (?rtilf of'Darien.. She discovered Dec. 
15, a detachment of' Colombian troops, 
numbering visually about five hundred 


men, .'but according to their statements, 
totaling 1,300 or 2,000 men at Titumati, 
on the western side of the gulf, just 
north of the. moulh'of the Atrato river. 
The commander of the Atlanta sent 
ashore an officer, who conversed with 
the Colombian commander. The latter 
protested energetically against the pres- 
ence of American warships in Colombian 
waters, inasmuch as war between Colom- 
bia and the United States had,- not been 
declared and politely requested the At- 
lanta to leave the gulf; because it be- 
longed to Colombia. Commander Turn- 
er ignored the request and the Atlanta 
returned to Colon to report to Rear Ad- 
miral Coghlan. 


The Colombians are clearly busy with 


protective and strengthening measures. 


. Although they treated the Americana 


courteously they decidedly resented the 
presence of. the Atlanta. 


The Colombian force was 
composed 


partly of the men landed'recently, at the 
Atrato river by the Colombia cruisers 
Cartagena and Gen. Pinzon. 


LARGE COLOMBIAN -CAMP. 
• 


Early on the morning oJ December 15, 


the Atlanta sighted a small schooner in 
the center of the Gulf of Darien and fol- 
lowed her to the western shore, where 
the scl.'.ooner attempted to hide behind 
an inlet, lieutenant Harlan P. Perrill 
of tho Atlanta, was ordered to board 
here, and thereupon a whaleboat was 
lowered and pulled towards the schoon- 
er. Through the courtesy of the naval 
oHicpi's, the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press accompanied the party in 
the whaleboat. :it was found that the 
schooner had on board n hundred armed 
Colombian soldiers commanded by Gen- 
eral Eafael Kovo, who said General Dan- 
iel Ortiz, eoratnandcr-in-cluef of- the Col- 
ombian forces of the Atlantic and Pacific 
ha<l a largo company a mile away on the 
main huul. Gen. Xovo requested Lieut. 
Pen-ill to land and confer with General 
Ortiz. After temporarily returning to 
the Atlanta Lieut. Perrill went back to 
the schooner, which, in the meantime, 
had taken up a position off a beach 
within a small bay. Great excitement 
prevailed among the Colombians as the 
whnleboat approached. There were cries 
of "Viva Colombia," and there was a sud- 
den concentration of 150 Colombian sol- 
diers on the beach.

AMBUSCADE FEARED. 


For some moments the situation ap 


peared dangerous and had the appcar- 
•Kce of ambuscade. Gen. Ortiz appeared 
on the bench when Lieut. Perrill went 
nahore, the whaleboat in the meanwhile 
lying close to the beach.

pages and fairly brimtles with points on 
the misconduct of various officials which 
co»H not be given in the summary is- 
sued- by the direction of the president 
Nov. 
30. 


In their report on the Tullooh charges 


Messrs. Bonaparte and Conrad find that 
they revealed deplorable and gravely dis- 
creditable abuses, primarily responsible 
for which are former Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Heath and George W. Beav- 
ers. They classify former Postmaster 
General Smith, former Postmaster Wil- 
lett of* Washington, Postmaster Merritt 
of -Washington, Controller' E.' Jr Trace- 
well.^ and Auditor Gaasell na sharing in 
aonej measure their responsibilities. The 
report -also condemns congressmen for 
interfering and raising rentals in post- 
office leases, though no names are men- 
tioned. 


The report says further: "The 'Tiil- 


loch charges,' have never been, properly 
speaking, ''investigated' at all. We have 
been repeatedly confronted in our in- 
quiry with an assertion on the one aide 
and a denial on the other as to a ques- 
tion of fact, with no sufficient means at 
our command to determine which state- 
ment we could advise you to believe. 


The tendency to 
evade answering 


these charges, the report says, is illus- 
trated forcibly by the charges against 
Perry S. Heath, former assistant post- 
master general. "We consider this, an- 
swer," is continues, "altogether insuffic- 
ient, and no less unsatisfactory in jfjuk* 
stance than in form.'' . The j.-cport adds 
that the. revision of Postmaster Willett's 
accounts of itself is sufficient to.show 
that Mr. Heath's official record is not 
so clear as to defy suspicion. 


IMPROPER API'OIXTJIKXTS. 


The report takes im in detail the 


charges of improper disbursements of 
subordinates 
anil 
improper disburse- 


ments of public funds, as contained in 
the Tulloch charges, and after analysis 
concludes: 


"80 far oe indicated by the papers 


submitted to us the persons directly re- 
sponsible for these fraudulent employ- 
ments were Messrs. Perry S. Heath and 
George W. Beavers, neither of whom is 
now in the public service. It seems clcnr 
however, that this responsibility extends 
in .some measure, to the late. Postmaster 
General, who appears to have at least 
tolerated the practice after notice of its 
existence, and to the late and the pres- 
ent postmasters at Washington, each of 
whom appears to have accepted 
the 


transfer to his office of a number of per- 
sons thus employed without, so far as is 
shown any -protest or exposure, 
facts 


substantially admitted as to himself in 
Mr. Merritfs letter of June 29."

Teller resolution. Mr. McKinley had hit 
it all in a sentence when he said that 
our intervention must be placed on high 
ground and that the island must not be 
demanded as an indemnity. 


We could not, he said, do less and no 


nation interfering between colonies own- 
ing government and one of its colonies 
would be permitted by other iiaUons to 
do so for the increase of its own terri- 
torial area except in rare cases, and he 
believed that for the Teller resolution 
there would have been a concert of ac- 
tion on the part of the European powers 
against the United States in its war 
with Spain. 


For these reasons, he said, he was op- 


posed to the Ncwlanda measure. More- 
over, he was opposed to the admission to 
the privileges of statehood of a people 
eighty per cent of whom were unable to 
read a-nd write. He did not want the 
time to come when after some presiden- 
tial election people would say: "Wait 
until we hear from Cuba." 


"Let's confine our population so far 


ns we can to our race," he said. Mr. 
Spooner also replied to the charge that 
tlie trill is in the interest of the sugar 
trust, referring to the different motives 
attributed by the opponents of the bill 
to the senators who favor it. 


•'Some of them,' he said, "say we are 


sincere, but stupid, others that we aro 
able, but indisposed. 


"Of which of these accusations are 


correct," he concluded, "we will leave 
them to settle with their Democratic 
colleagues who support the bill.' Mr. 
Ppooner referred to the house bill of the 
last session, reducing the duty on sugar 
»nd spoke of the fact that Mr. Teller hag 
challenged the Republican senators to 
pass it notwithstanding it would have 
been a deadly blow to the beet sugar in 
tercets. Ho added his opinion that il 
Mr. Teller hod believed that the clial 
lenge would have been accepted he woulc 
not have made it.

.THE VOICE FROM MAXITOWOC. 
The address of Judge Baensch to the 


Toters of Wisconsin contains much of 
interest outside the more formal state- 
ment of his position. On tho subject of 
ft railroad rate commission which he 
says should be elective, and as non par- 
tisan as possible, he further suggests all 
state boards be made non partisan, es- 
pecially those of educational and chari- 
table institutions. While he docs not 
advise thy state boards be elective, ex- 
cept f.lie rate commission, it is very pos- 
sible he would also approve of this de- 
parture. The members of the rate com- 
mission he advises be elected in 
the 


spring. 


On the subject of taxation as before 


stated bo ucuepts without reserve the 
recommendations of the.tax commission 
and says such should be enacted into 
laws. Ho refers to the work of the Sco- 
flolcl administration and says the facts 
found and tabulated give the best basis 
for conclusions, lie believes that econ- 
omy in public expenditures is a neces- 
sary correlative of the reform and that 
public reports should be concisely given, 
and a elo.iv. :> thorough distribution be- 
ing iu.~ulo of puch report.?. Uniform ac- 
counting f-.hi.iuld bo required of all coun- 
ty and municipal authorities and thus 
bringing- mi 
element 
of 
competition, 


would bo an acknowledged levclcr of 
cost. 


He gives credit to Governor La Toi- 


lette for inaugurating primary elections 
in this state and says •'! have always be- 
lieved that tiiis system might have been 
introduced in a more satisfactory man- 
ner by evolution rather than by revo- 
lution, that we would have obtained it 
at a much earlier date., it' it had been 
adopted gradually step by step. 


The judge reminds the voters in 1SOC 


he favored the expression of choice for 
president at the caucuses and this being 
followed by a number of caucuses and 
county conventions showed a preference 
for TvtcKinley. Further 
he suggested 


nominating United States senators, at 
the primaries now provided for in the 
primary measure. 
As to the measure 


to bo voted for he will vote for the law 
and be content to let practical experience 
suggest amendments. The judge says on 
this subject: 
"As a practical issue it 


docs not involve public honor, nor part}' 
integrity, nor persona! conscience. It is 
merely a uuestiou of methods." 


Such utterances nre in opposition to 


the views of the governor. No one has 
ever observed that our executive has so 
construed things. He has reminded the 
voters tht;jv conscience and their per- 
sonal honor was involved, and that the 
party integrity was the life, the essence, 
and to such a purpose that those differ- 
ing were charged with corrupt motives. 
The views of Judge Bnensch tire so im- 
bued with liberality, with practical judg- 
ment, that no matter whether one be- 
lieves or does riot believe in a primary 
election law, there is nothing to make 
the voter feel he is ostracised if he fails 
to meet with the views of the writer. 
All this is essentially different from the 
miserable contentions, from the dragon- 
ing and from the self assertiveness and 
bossim of late,- and it cornea as a re- 
freshing due on the parched fields of 
Wisconsin statu polities. 


What Wisconsin wonts and demands 


is peace. Whita Judge Baensch accepts 
more or less of the governor's views he 
is rcadj at all times to hear what oth- 
ers have to say. He has no manner of 
quarrel with those who differ with him. 
He improves however on what he does 
approve of the governors reforms by of- 
feriug something practical to the pur- 
pose.

•One of the suggestions of the president 


in his message was t'.i-it the appropria- 
tion made by congrcs.j.to enforce the in- 
terstate commerce and trust laws should 
ba extended in its purpose to cover in- 
vestigations into public -laSid frauds and 
.postal speculations. There is no reason 
why this should not be done and thus 
the earnestness of the president for 
searching probes in the public service' be 
given a practical exhibit. As to this 
branch of investigation it is perfectly 
clear interested politicians are given no 
heed for there is no question but what 
powerful interests in the west were di- 
rected against the enforcement of the 
laws relating to the public lands, aiid 
were interested in not only shielding 
the land robbers, but in preventing any 
interference of the government in the 
rise of immense areas of the public lands 
by the cattle men and 
syndicates 


through illegally inclosing public lands. 


The public are interested, vitally BO, 


in the outcome of all these late expos- 
ures of wrong doings in the postal ser- 
vice as well as land fichiugs through 
the skillful application of the land laws 
to a felonious purpose. These laws the 
president recommends congress to exam- 
ine into, the timber culture and stone, 
the desert land laws and the commuta- 
tion clause of the homestead Jaw, he 
saying their operations have in many re- 
spects conflicted with a wise public pol- 
icy. 


Then as to the postal investigations it 


is equally perfectly clear that nothing 
would more delight the president than a 
most searching investigation by congress 
itself if it is so disposed. He would si- 
lence the carpings of the Germans of 
the Democratic party and by the keen- 
est of probes deprive them of any possi- 
ble party advantage.. In his mind the 
greatest source of injury to his party is 
not at all in the revelations of graft, 
for in this respect he has well done his 
part in the work done and the culprits 
arranged for trial, but in any prevention 
of further investigations by congress, it- 
self if so disposed. But he would pos- 
sibly prefer continuing the searching 
probing not on lines of a congressional 
committee 
which everybody 
knows 


would amount to but little, but upon 
the lines his own keenness and impar- 
tiality would prefer, the searching ex- 
amination conducted by persons who by 
no manner of means would be possibly 
affected by any 
political tinge, 
and 


would unearth the rascals of both par- 
ties with impartial zeal. 


The fact the president urges upon con- 


gress the extending of this appropriation 
affords the most ample proof of his ear- 
nestness. Congress could do no better 
thing than assent to the request made. 


OUIt KATIONAL RICHES. 


It is possible- some of the governments 


are envying those 15,000 tons of sterling 
silver stored in the treasury building 
at Washington, to say nothing of the 
tons of equally good solid gold coin and 
bullion. There is no government upon 
the earth that has stored in its treasury 
tho volume of gold and silver our gov- 
ernment has. Tlie value on October, ac- 
cording to the report of Secretary Shaw 
of the gold alone being $054,811,716, to 
say nothing of the commercial value of 
the 15,000 tons of silver, $150,000,000 
more, or stored in the treasury vaults 
in commercial value of gold aiid silver, 
not coining value, well on to $900,000,- 
000. 
This is all there, not on deposit in 


any banks. 


While referring to this valuable re- 


port, it might be recalled the secretary 
advises congress to provide the national 
banks may be authorized to issue bills of 
'a smaller denomination, thus doing away 
with the present always scarcity of 
small bills. This is an improvement that 
can in no wise interfere with anybody's 
currency ideas. As the secretary says 
the business interests of the country 
have remained solid despite the disar- 
ranging, of tbe stock market and failures 
of banks involved. The country passed 
through the immense depression, because 
of the solidity of its finances, and the 
absolute assurance every dollar in paper 
money was just as good as a gold dollar 
and every forty-five cent silver dollar 
was equally good as a gold dollar be- 
cause any citizen so desiring could at 
any time obtain gold dollars for his sil- 
ver dollar. This however is not accom- 
plished by direct redemption, and it is 
among the items of financial legislation 
contemplated, that 
the 
government 


should redeem silver dollars in gold dol- 
lars on demand. 


Secretary Shaw is desirous of utiliz- 


ing more or less of. the silver stored 
away in the coining of subsidiary coin. 
The country requires a larger volmue of 
small coins than it now possesses 
o,nd 


congress could improve business condi- 
tions by enlarging the volume of 
the 


coins of denominations less than one dol- 
lar. The nonelasticity of our currency, 
or at least its alleged non stretching 
powers moves the secretary to urge this 
deficiency be remedied. He says this 
would not at all interfere with the sta- 
bility of the currency, nor could it pos- 
sibly occasion any distnist. Yet there 
is a difference and a pronounced one as 
to this further stretching of the curren- 
cy beyond what is now possible. Very 
possibly congress may in the session fol- 
lowing this enact some legislation by 
which the banks may issue, notes on 
some automatic plan, but which will ab- 
solutely provide for the sure redemption 
of every dollar issue'd as is the case now,

One 
Singular thing noticeable is that to the 
victims of crime, there is scant sympa- 
thy from the public. All extends, and is 
directed towards the perpetrators. In 
the trials the sympathetic ideas, all the 
interests, is not towards the poor suf- 
ferers, Or the Victims stretched in death 
but to the central figure perhaps on 
trial for his life.

course With a prisoner charged 
with 


crime but those of his immediate family) 
his legal advisor and clerical consoler, 
and perhaps a close friend, it would be 
a vast improvement in the best inter- 
ests of the protection of society. If there 
could be no possible lionizing, as it were 
impossible for the press to cease the 
flood of details now poured out in print, 
the cause of justice and of 
morality 


would be greatly helped. 


BE FAtR "WITH THE CANDIDATES.

Judge Baensch is the candidate of any 
factional division of the Republican par- 
ty. His formal statement would seem 
clear enough that he stands upon his 
own platform. He has assumed, and he 
is right, that whatever precedent may 
be attached to a second term, there is 
no precedent as to a third and therefore 
he is in the field as a candidate for the 
nomination of his party. The field is 
open and it is an honorable ambition to 
aspire to preside over the great state of 
Wisconsin. 


The Waukesha Argus comments upon 


this theme and well says: 


"Were the papers, designated as stal- 


wart papers, desirous of keeping up a 
factional fight in the Republican party, 
Mr. Baensch would certainly not be the 
man whom they would select as their 
candidate. They appreciate his .ability 
and impeachable integrity, and they ful- 
ly understand he is not a man to be ca- 
joled or controlled.

AND B.ACE SUICIDE. 


Despite the good intentions of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt his race suicide ideas are 
not being generally accepted. .It is be- 
ing denied large families are always de- 
sirable, and it is affirmed that large fam- 
ilies are really deterent of the best pub- 
lic welfare. The truth is suspected by a 
member of the new order of Common 
Sense Associated Americans that 
this 


matter of large families is one of per- 
sonal tastes and environments and that 
no law or "laws can reach the merits of 
the question. 
There are some people 


who in fact should never have any chil- 
dren while there are,other parents who 
are not able but, competent to care for 
large families. 


There are circumstances where large 


families are undesirable. To match this, 
there are plenty of people, to 
whom 


large families are no burden nor a bur- 
den to any community. But it is not to 
be denied that the large families general- 
ly come where the conditions arc least 
favorable, and the small families where 
the conditions are most favorable to 
large families. But so far as the presi- 
dent has encouraged the multiplying of 
humanity it is not attributed to him, 
that he has, in anywise sought to inter- 
fere with natural conditions. If his ut- 
terances have discouraged race suicide 
in circles where such has been heretofore 
prevalent, he will be rewarded.

BOTH CAN LEARN FROM THE 


OTHER. 


It has been demonstrated numbers of 


times our agriculturalists,- have much to 
learn from European agriculturalists but 
until lately it had not been supposed these 
latter had very much to learn from us. 
But oiu- agricultural college so much 
ahead of the workers, and the agricul- 
tural experimental stations so far ahead 
of the actual practices attaining, have 
attracted the attention of Europe and 
Germany has now a student in this coun- 
try examining into the methods employ- 
ed at our farm institutions of learning. 
One lesson our farmers will have 
to 


learn is the more thorough cultivation 
of their ground and the fact that land 
can not year after year retain its fertil- 
ity without its being renewed iu vitality 
by good fertilizers, as well as by most 
careful cultivation. European 
farmers 


secure a much larger yield per acre than 
we do which is ascribed to far more bet- 
ter cultivation and fertilization. 
This 


is common to all European countries and 
were it not so, Europeans would need to 
import much, more food products than 
they do. 


Our colleges devoted to agriculture, 


and our experimental stations conduct- 
ed both by the general government and 
various states, are certainly doing a 
greit and beneficial work. 
Thousands 


upon thousands of pamphlets filled with 
the result of careful experiments, are 
sent out broadcast, with care to get 
them in the proper bands. The hints 
contained are not followed by all, nor 
even by the greater number, but year 
after year the number increases who 
take advantage of the continued efforts 
of his government to help along to ac- 
complish better things. 


•\VTJAT ONE STATE DIX>. 


By some foresight with which the pio- 


neers of Illinois were loaded up with the 
state received an income last year,from 
one railroad alone, the Illinois Central, 
of $1,078,760. The entire amount receiv- 
ed by the state during the forty-eight 
years since beginning to enjoy this rev- 
enue has been $21,188,785. It appears 
this handsome income now much larger 
because the railroad is now doing a lar-

Why not 
for exclusive privileges. 
What would 


not any oue of a city's dry.good stores 
or grocery stores or drug stores or any 
line of business pay for 
an exclusive 


privilege, or if not entirely exclusive, for 
privileges, that no other store 
could 


have in the same line of trade unless it 
too could bring about the influence to 
secure such a franchise. 


But whether or not this application be 


applicable to the point, it ia :no longer 
an open question but what all franchises 
granted should be made to bring in a 
substantial remuneration to the city or 
town or state granting such, and further 
surrounded by safeguards by. which tho 
community is thoroughly protected. 


But in any case the state or munici- 


pality must fix the charges to the com-

Attorney General Knox Presents Government's Side in 


Masterful Manner Showing How Combine Would 


Stifle Competition and Prove Dangerous 


Concentration of Power* 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The argu- j 


rnent in the Northern Securities case ivfia 
resumed in the Uiiited States' supreme 
court today and again the court room 
was crowded by attorneys and others 
interested in the case. Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox was recognized also immed- 
iately after he came in and resumed hig 
argument at the point at which he left 
off when court adjourned yesterday. He 
declared that by the union of the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern compan- 
ies, two competing interstate railroads 
have been brought into such relations; 
that their independence as competitive 
factors in interstate ' commerce is de- 
stroyed. The thing that has been done 
was declared illegal, he said, when 
brought about by the methods pursued 
in the joint traffic and trans-Missouri 
cases. Tuese were cases of contracts or 
agreements between independent and 
competing lines of railroad for the regu- 
lation of traffic charges. The govern- 
ment charges that these agreements re- 
strained interstate commerce, and this 
court sustained that contention. 


AFFIRMED BY COURT. 


"The court heard tlie cases patiently," 


Mr. Knox said, "and the arguments 
thrice presented by the railroads failed 
to disturb the court's conclusions that 
the contracts or agreements in question 
Violated the law. The exigencies of the 
cases rendered necessary a complete in- 
terpretation of the statute. The power 
of congress to enact the law, the applica- 
tion of the law to common carriers and 
specifically its application to contracts 
or agreements regulating ratas were all 
denied. Dark forebodings of commercial 
disaster should the governments conten- 
tion prevail were solemnly and forceful- 
ly impressed upon the court by gentle- 
men of eminent personal and profession- 
itl standing. These considerations invit- 
ed aria secured patient and full consider- 
ation of the cases and exhaustive analy- 
sis nnd interpretation of the statute in 
the judgment. 


''After making it perfectly clear that 


the court was not to be dissuaded from 
giving effect by its judgment to a public 
policy declared by a constitutional stat- 
ute, the court stated what that public 
policy is and wherein it was infringed by 
the challenged agreements." 


This exposition 
of the law, is, Mr. 


Knox says, "Now Iflie government's re- 
liance, as," he> ndded, "it should have 
been the defendant's admonition." 


Ho proceeded, "The court decision in 


the trans-Missouri case was not followed 
by disaster, but by years of abundant 
prosperity, undisturbed until the new 
methods were put into operation to ac- 
complish again the destruction of compe- 
tition and to thwart the wise policy of 
the law. It is not the observance of the 
law or its informant that creates pan- 
jps or distress. It is willful violation of 
its wholesome provisions,^ or defiance of 
jthe laws of economic health." 


DEDUCTIONS BY KNOX. 


The attorney general said that it was 


Ins intention to show by the trana-Mis- 
Bouri and joint traffic coses, their appli- 
nations to the fusts in this case. He 
Inade the following statement of the 
great question settled by the court in 
those cases: 


"First—That to shut off the operation 


at the general law of competition be- 
tween competing interstate railroads is 
to restrain interstate commerce. 


"Second—That to bring the operations 


of two or moro competing interstate rail- 
roads under the control of » single body 
shuts out the operation of the general 
law of competition and constitutes a re 
ttraint upon interstate commerce. 


"Third—That congress is competent to 


forbid any agreement or combination 
among companies competing for inter- 
state commerce which restrains com- 
rnerse among the states by shutting out 
toe operation of the general law of com- 
petition. 


"Fourth—That in order to maintain a 


suit the government is not obliged to 
(Show an intent to restrain commerce^ 
suoh restraint is the natural and neces 
gary effect of the arrangement." 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS. 


In concluding the attorney generaJ 


Bald: 


"As I said in opening this argument, 


specifically this suit was instituted to 
determine whether this devioe which de- 
fendants employed to restrain interstate 
commerce by monopolizing the business 
of transportation will prevail against a 
law making all devices to that end ille 
gal. It is this particular device that is 
before the court, and no other. In con 
sidcring it, I have directed your honors 


agree that it must be judged upon these 
alone. The possible effects of such a 
judgment upon other devices alleged to 
have been employed to the same end, is 
not for the present considered. 


"The possibilities of a securities hold- 


ing company of this kind as a» financial 
machine for .manipulating railroads and 
other properties aild concentrating their 
control in the hands of a powerful clique 
are, however legitimate, considerations, 
and I am safe in sayifig they are siiripty 
enormous. It has again and again been 
pointed out, since the organization of 
the Northern Securities .company that in 
its simplest form it is possible for a 
group of men by incorporating them- 
seleves as a securities holding company 
to control two railroads upon the hold- 
ing of half of the amount of stock that 
would be required in the hands of indi- 
viduals. 


"Individuals would be required to hold 


51 per cent of the stock of both railroads 
in order to control them, but if a par- 
ticular group of men had the control of 
a securities holding company that held 
El per cent of the stock of both roads, 
they would control both roods by hold- 
ing 51 per cent of the shares of the hold- 
ing company, or practically one-fourth 
of the combined capital of the two roads. 


"This does violence to a simple rule of 


vulgar fractions, because it works out 
that half of a half is equal to a half of 
a whole. Of course, it is a simple prop- 
osition to bring any number of railroads 
under the some control without increas- 
ing the stock of the securities holding 
company or without increasing the stock 
of the holders of the control of the se- 
curities holding company by employing 
the device resorted to by the defendants 
in the purchase of the Burlington road, 
namely, by having one of the railroads 
controled by the Securities company ac- 
quire the stock and pay for it with its 
own obligations secured by a pledge of 
he stock acquired. All the roads west 
>f the Missouri river which were brought 
nto temporary harmony under 
the 


rans-Missouri arrangement could easily 
ie brought into permanent harmony, 
without physical consideration under the 
arrangement I have described. 
;I cannot think that a combination 


leld together by a rope of sands comes 
vithin the prohibition of the law, and 
;hat one which is bound by links of steel 
may defy its wisdom and its power. 


"To prevent such a dangerous concen- 


tration of power, dangerous to commerce 
.nd inimical to our freedom, the govern- 
ment has done all possible for them to do 
under our system of government. They 
have legislated against it. If this law 
can be construed so as not to cover the 
situation, or if the court soys yea to the 
Deposition affirmed in the last para- 
jraph of Mr. Morgan's answer, namely, 
congress has no power to prevent such 
combinations, then indeed, the govern- 
ment's grave concern as to this litigation 
may be easily understood." 


SECURITIES CO. HEARD. 


Mr. Knox was followed by George B. 


Youoog on behalf of the Securities com- 
pany. He began by saying that hi» 
clients do not seek in any way to limit 
the authority of congress over interstate 
commerce nor was the Securities com- 
pany seeking in any1 way to evade the 
law. But it was not, he said, necessary 
to stretch a law covering interstate com- 
merce to make it cover something that is 
not interstate commerce. "We are not 
dealing here with commerce or the oper- 
ations of railroads at all," he said, "but 
we are dealing with the question of prop- 
erty." 


Ho said that no matter how a unity 


of ownership might arise, whether by in- 
heritance, sale or otherwise, the same 
suppression of competition is an incident 
to the ownership of the property and 
not as the result of the contract.

There are no new uncovered develop- 


ments in the labor differences between 
the moulders -formerly employed, as they 
are called, by the Case Threshing Ma- 
chine company and Contractor E. H. 
Walker. 


By some it has been intimated that the 


Foundrymen's association, a national or- 
ganization of foundrymen, lias some- 
thing to do with the matter. It further 
has been intimated, in spite of positive 
denials, that the Citizen's Alliance is 
also interested. To gain some definite 
information bearing directly on the dif- 
ferences is almost impossible. Neither 
side have anything for publication. 


The moulders are especially reticent 


and have likely prepared to stand as a 
unit in the matter. It was said this af- 
ternoon tbat a committee of tlie mould- 
ers waited upon Mr. Walker at 
the 


works and after a long conference readi- 
ed no results which would lead to a set- 
tlement. It is also understood that an- 
other committee will wait upon their 
employer in hopes of reaching some kind 
of an amicable conclusion, but it is not 
likely that definite results will be the 
consequence of the arguments set forth 
jy either side. 


SPEAK OF FORMER. CUTS. 


Even though the contractor firmly 


states that the reduction in the wage 
scale is nothing to twenty per cent, the 
moulders hold that the reduction i» all 
the way from fifteen to thirty per cent. 
When Mr. Walker came here about five 
years ago, said one of the moulders this 
afternoon, he entered the employ of the 


'use company at a time when the mould- 
ers were not organized as a union. A 
cut in wages from 20 to 22 jX'.r cent, fol- 
lowed. The moulders accepted the cut. 
A year or so later, another reduction of 
about 10 per cent, was put into effect. 
Now comes the reduction of 15 to 20 
per cent!' The moulders hold to sub- 
stantiate this statement that one man 
who worked like a demon to earn $4.50 a 
day at piece work under the old scale 
has been reduced so it would be impos- 
sible for him to earn over $3.50 a day at 
the same job. The moulders further 
contend that the cost of pig iron lias re- 
duced about % per cent in the last year 
nnd that the other productive materials 
have not sliown an increase 
ii» price, 


while the cost of living has increased. 
There-fore, they contend the cut is un- 
justified. 


There are ^about 302 moulders in the 


city, all of wliom belong to the union. 
These men are willing to lend support to 
their colleagues now refusing to accept 
Mr. Walker's offer. 
The committee of 


the moulder's union who were in Chica- 
go yesterday would not give out any in- 
formation to the press in regard to their 
mission tjjere, but it is generally under- 
stood they were in conference with the 
officers of the higher organization. The 
names mentioned in last evening's issue 
were incorrect. 


BOTH SIDES LAYING LOW. 


It appears as if no action will be ta- 


ken by either side for a few days. The 
contractor is hiring men to go to work 
when the factory is in readiness. The 
"Former" employes «ny they will not ac- 
cept .-the cut and sign the agreement, 
which in its printed form is not a serious 
document. The blank spaces to be filled 
ia'by mutual agreement between the em- 
ployer and employe is where the difficul- 
ties win arise. The men appear to 
think ^he agreement is all right in some 
respects and in others it is not. 


It is likely that if the trouble is long 


drawn out, and it now looks as if it 
might Jbe, tUattb« moulders can and will 
receive aid fram* the national organiza 
tion ia hopes of remaining out for their 
cause. Perhaps the visit of the commit- 
tee to Chicago had something to do with 
this matter. 


The Case company hold the matter has

nothing to do with the company but is 
i ca«e to be settled with the contractor. 
Whether or not the Foundrymen'g asso- 
iatiou has anything to do with the case 
s not definitely known. It is said, how- 
ever, that some months ago two offie- 
als of the association were overheard 
talking on a dining car between here and 
Chicago that the moulders were receiving 
;oo much enumeration and other mat- 
;ers that might have some significance 
on the trouble now brewing. 
WHERE ALLIANCE MIGHT FIGURE. 


The rules and regulation governing the 
Jitizen's Alliance are to promote har- 
mony between labor and capital. Should 
some of its members apply for positions 
;o fill tlie vacancy caused by the refusal 
of the moulders "formerly" employed by 
B. H. Walker to accept the cut just how 
much support they will receive from the 
members of the Alliance is not known, 
but here is where the Alliance will pro- 
tect its men, many believe. 


The moulders held another secret ses- 


sion this afternoon but it lit impossible 
to get any statement from the press ag- 
ent. They state they do not care to 
have the results of tlieir meetings be- 
come known any more than the other 
side docs. Every man is sworn to se- 
crecy.
